12, 1821 removed with his parents to Oblo in
1830 he received the rudiments of his educa-
tiop from his mother, but afterwards obtained
a kpowledge of the Latn and German lan-
guages: spent his youth engaged In agricul
vural pursuits; adopted” the profesaion of Iaw;
wis for some years the publisher and editor of
the Democralic Gourier, published in Flodley,
Obio; in 1846 and 1848 he was chosen n Countly
Auditor; o 1861 he was elected to the State
Sonate, and dechined a re-election; was a dele-
gale to the Democratic Cincinnati Conveation
of 1866, to the Churleston and Baltimore Con-
ventions of 1860, and to the Philadelphin
National Union Convention of 1866. He served
during the Rebellion ander (ieneral S8herman,
a8 l"oﬁm«l of the 67th Obio Volunteers, which
he raieed, from 1861 to 1568, when he resigned
on sccount of illhealth, On recovering his
heaith he was appointed the State agent to
visit all the Ohlo trm[)lmm the Department of
Tennessee with poll-books gnd tally-sheeta,
In 1564 he was appointued to perform the same
duty for the Olio troops in the Army of the
Potomac; on his return he hold & number of
township offices, and in 1866 ho wus elected a
Representative from Ohlo in the Fortieth Con-
gress,

GREEN B, RAUM,

He was born in Golconda, Pope county, [1li-
nols, December 3, 1829; received a good educa-
tlon and adopted the protession of the law;
1861 he participated in the war for the Union es
mujor ol the 66th [llinois Yoluntecrs; was prao-
moted to the rank of colonel in 1862; to the
rank of brevet brigadier-general in 1804; to the
full rank of brigadier in 1866, serving in the
Army of the Tenvessee’ until January of the
Iatter year; he commanded a brigade during the
siepe of Vieksburg, with General McPherson;
went with General Bherman to Coattanoogn in
1803, commanding & brigade; was at the battle
of Mission Ridge, and commuanded a brigade
during the great march through Georgin to
Savaunah, in 1804; in 1806 he was elected a
Representative from Illinols to the Fortieth
Congress,

WILLIAM H, ROBERTSON,

He was bornin Bedford, Westchester county,
New York, October 10, 1830; received an neade-
mical education in that town; studied law, and
came to the bar in 1847, at Ponghkeepsie; in
1548 he was elected to the Assembly, and re-
elecled in 1849; in 1854 he was elected to the
State Senate; In 1666 he was elected for four
yenrs Judge ol Westchester county; re-clected
n 1859, and also In 1864, serviug eleven years
in all; in 1860 he was & Presidential elector; was
a delegate to the Baltimore Convention of 1864
which renominated President Lincoln; and
1866 he was elected a8 Representative from New
York to the Fortieth Cougress.

WILLIAM E, ROBINAON,.

He was born near Cookstown, Tyrone county,
Ireland, Muy 6, 1814; received a good Knghsh
and clussical edueation; emigrated to this coun-
try in 1836; entered Yale College, and received
the degree of A, M. in 1B41; was a student for
two years at the Yale law school; between the
yenrs 1838 and 1844 he was a frequent writer for
the New York Herald; dunnﬁtha latter year he
became identited wllf: the New York Tribune,
signing bis commumications “‘Richelien;” in
184840 he became identified as editor with a
weekl{ paper eslled The People; in 1859 he
visited his native land snd the continent of
Europe: practised law in New York from 18538
to 1862; in 1862 he was appointed United States
Asgessor of Internnl HRevenue for the city of
Brooklyn; and in 1866 he was elected n Repre-
sentative from New York to the Fortieth Con-
gross, In addition to hig extensive writings on
the politics of the country, published in a great
variety of journals, he hus oceasionully delivered
addresses on literary topies, and i8 also the
author of a number of porms which have be-
come popular with the people.
